P ittsb u rg , Pa., M ay I.—At an in ter­ 
sta te conference of m iners and opera­ 
tors, held a year ago, a differential of 
9 cents in the price of digging vras 
g ran ted the H ocking Valley 
and the 
scales agreed upon were 69 cents for 
th e P ittsb u rg district and 60 cents for 
Ohio. 
This agreem ent the P ittsb u rg 
o perators have broken. 
They declared 
they would pay no m ore th an the Ohio­ 
an s who com pete w ith them a t the lake 
m arkets. This led to the strike now on, 
w hich has been w’aged since M arch. 
The test is being m ade on the W heel­ 
ing division of the B altim ore & Ohio 
road. 
Five hundred m iners 
are em ­ 
ployed there. The strik e m ade fair pro­ 
gress until th e river m ines closed down, 
ow ing to low w ater, and the diggers be­ 
g an to tak e the places of strik ers in 
th e railroad pits. 
To-day IOO men are

Mr. P en n a’s plan is as follows: T hat 
^he Ohio operators agree to pay theii; 
m iners 65 cents a ton for digging coal 
And retain seven cents of th a t am ount 
Oger ton) and pay the sam e to the m in­ 
e r's officials to go to th e support of 
the P ittsb u rg m iners to keep* them out 
qn a strike. 
The .delegates already 
here take the sam e view of the situ a­ 
tion, but say th a t m any of the dele­ 
g ates will come instructed not to take 
a n y step th a t m ight lead to a lower 
price th an the present scale of 60 cents. 
JA few will be Instructed to dem and 70 
bents, while some will w an t to go to th e 
other extrem e and accept a big reduc­ 
tion in order to knock the P ittsb u rg 
people out a t one blow. 
Those who 
advocate the 60 cent conditional scale 
.will recom mend th a t the m iners con­ 
trib u te seven cents for every ton they 
dig. to be sent to the P ittsb u rg m iners 
to su stain th eir strike. 
If this plan is 
n o t adopted the conference will prob­ 
ab ly result in a failure to agree. There 
is h ardly a likelihood of a strike in the 
Ohio field w hatever the action of the 
s ta te convention. 
Bellaire, Ohio, May I.—The mines 
here and ip the F ifth Ohio district have 
closed, and the m iners are insisting on 
HO cents per ton before they will retu rn 
to work.

T h irty m inutes a fte r the arriv al of 
Brown and Mrs. Gordon a rath e r tall, 
dark-haired m an knocked a t the door 
of the house and w as adm itted. 
This 
w as Fulton Gordon. 
A few m inutes 
later a commotion w as heard aoove, fol­ 
lowed by a succession of pistol shots 
Then there w as a hurried m ovem ent 
down stairs, as Mrs. Gordon fled from 
the scene. 
A few^more shots ran g out 
and she fell dead on the porch in the 
re a r yard. 
Gordon left the house Im­ 
m ediately, and a few m om ents 
later 
Brow n’s corpse w as found In the up­ 
sta irs room. 
Gordon w as arrested on 
the street. 
Evidence of 
a desperate 
duel w as visible in the room where the 
shooting took place. 
Brown had a 38-calibre revolver, which 
w as found em pty a fte r the tragedy. 
Gordon m ust have had two pistols, as 
.six bullets pierced Brow n’s body and

Gordon 
him self w as covered w ith blood, m ost 
o f ifrhich doubtless w as the result of 
contact w ith his wounded antagonist. 

The 
dingy carpet on the floor is satu rated 
w ith gore, and the fu rniture w as badly 
broken in the fray. 
Gordon is in Jail and no one is allowed 
to see him.

On his way to jail 
Gordon said to the officer th a t he had 
suspected the couple for some tim e, and 
about a week ago his suspicions were 
confirmed.

CALLED BY DEATH. 


W ELL KNOWN RESIDENT AN­ 
SW ERS THE LAST CALL. 


Demise Occurred At His Home On 
Milton 
Avenue 
this 
Morning— 
Sketch of His Life, Written Accord­ 
ing to An Agreement From the Pen 
of Judge Bennett. 


The announcement of the death of 
Hon. Alexander Graham, which oc 
curred at his home on Milton avenue 
this morning caused widespread sor­ 
row in Janesville. Some time ago Mr. 
Graham and Judge John R. Bennett 
agreed that the one that survived 
should write the obituary of the other. 
Pursuant to this agreement Judge 
Bennett! this morning prepared the 
following: 
Another Old Settler Gone. 
Hon. Alexander Graham departed 
this life this morning, May I, 1895, at 
€ o’clo2k; and this time we may truly 
say, that death has taken our firtt 
citizen. 
Although his death was not 
unexpected, it will nevertheless carry 
sorrow into many homes besides his 
own desolate household. 
Not one of 
our people 
was more 
universally 
known; and wherever he was known 
he 
was 
deeply 
respected 
and 
greatly honored. He furnishsd another 
striking example of the self-made men 
of which our country furnishes so 
many illustrious examples. 
He was 


no northern man could accept with­ 
out dishonor, opposed the resolution 
with all his ready resources and com­ 
manding abilities, and mainly by his 
efforts and of Wyman Spooner, of 
Walworth county, and a few others 
the resolution failed. 
It was at this session that Mr. Gra­ 
ham prepared the bill to aid in the 
energetic prosecution of the war, and 
to aid 
the families of 
volunteers 
killed 
or disabled in 
the service 
which became a law. 
Mr. Graham 
was a most ardent and energetic sup­ 
porter of the war to surpress the re­ 
bellion and though at the time of the 
breaking and of the rebellion he was 
past the age of liability and military 
duty. 
He was so greatly interested 
in the great struggle that he furnished 
at his own expense a *‘representative 
recruit*’ for which he received the 
thanks of James B. Fray, brigadier 
general and provast marshal general 
of this state, and Captain S. J. M. 
Putnam provost marshal, Second dis­ 
trict of Wisconsin. 
In the fall of 1879, Mr. Graham was 
again elected to the legislature for 
the session of 1870, and became the 
chairman of the committee on rail­ 
roads, 
and took prominent part in 
all legislation of this session. 
He 
was again chosen to the legislature 
of this state for the session of 1872, 
and he added new luster to his al­ 
ready wide reputation by the intro­ 
duction and advocacy of measures of 
great public interest, and among them 
waB a bill which he drafted and intro­ 
duced, 
A bill entitled “ A bill to pro­ 
vide against the evils resulting from 
the sale of intoxicating drinks” and

the mother’s side from German an­ 
cestry, his mother’s name being Dollie 
Richter, and we have seen fully de­ 
veloped in the life of the son what 
might have been expected from such 
ancestors, the energy and thrifty of 
the Scotch, with the learning and 
mental strength of the German. 
During his early childhood his pa­ 
rents removed to Homer, Cortland 
county, New York, at which place he 
received a common school and acade­ 
mic education. 
His father being a farmer of very 
limited means, and having a family of 
thirteen children to provide for and 
maintain, the subject of this sketch 
had to depend mainly upon his love of 
learning and his own unaided re­ 
sources. 
In his boyish days he was 
seldom without a book in his pocket, 
and oftentimes while following the 
plow upon his father’s farm, when the 
team was resting he would read a few 
sentences and then renew his work, 
reflecting upon what he had read. 
It 
was this love of books and study 
which caused him to become one of 
the best informed men of the city in 
which Ie tended; for you oould sel­ 
dom mention a subject upon which he 
was 
not 
thoroughly 
informed. 
When 
he 
was a 
j O mg 
man 
he 
followed 
teaching 
about 
four years, a portion of the time 
teaching in an academy. 
He selected 
this employment at the time, as favor­ 
ing the cherished purpose of his life 
— the obtaining a good education, 
and at this period he occupied a portion 
of his time in reading law, a practice 
he has continued through life, not 
with a view of its practice, but rather 
to qualify himself for the higher du­ 
ties of citizenship. 
He was married in September 1841, 
to Abigail M. Keep, a daughter of 
General Martin Keep, and a sister of 
Judge M. Keep, a former judge of the 
First judicial circuit of this state, and 
she is a lady of high intellectual en­ 
dowments, though 
retiring habits, 
finding ber greatest usefulness as well 
as enjoyments in the blessings which 
cluster around a wall-regu'a’.ed and 
pleasant home. The first public office 
he held was superintendent of schools 
for the years 1843 and 1S44, in the 
town in which he had lived in New 
York, and in the year 1S45 he was 
elected supervisor of his town; and in 
the fall of 1850 he was elected a mem­ 
ber of the assembly for the session of 
1851, as a whig, where he won the es­ 
teem and respect of the many distin­ 
guished men of that period in that 
state, which he ever after retained. 
Removing to Wisconsin in 1858, he 
settled in the city of Janesville, which 
has since been his home, with the ex­ 
ception of a few years’ residence in 
Iowa, and the time spent in superin­ 
tending important mining interests in 
Utah. 
In the fall of I860 he was chosen to 
represent the city of Janesville in the 
assembly for the year 1861, in which 
he became one of the most useful and 
able members of that body in the 
early and greatly exciting days of the 
rebellion. 
During the et tire session 
the whole country was fearfully agi­ 
tated by the threatening and bellig 
erent attitude of the southern states, 
and many and various were the plans 
suggested to a^ert the 
impending 
storm: sd a among them ♦ne celebra­ 
ted Virginia Peace 
Convention, to 
which all the states were invited to 
6end delegatee. 
Many good men ap­ 
proved of this plan and a resolution 
for that purpose was introduced into 
the legislature of this state at ♦he ses­ 
sion of 1861.

He was school commis­ 
sioner in 1S59; was elected alderman 
from the First ward in 1S64, and was 
three times re-elected, serving in this 
capacity eight years. 
It is quite im­ 
possible in this brief notice, to speak 
of ail public services rendered by this

who 
has 
now 
ended his earthly pilgrimage, as well 
as his greatly useful and honorable 
career. 
It has been said that it 
is 
never safe to praise a man until he 
reaches the end of his earthly life. 
It 
is now safe to speak in praise of Alex­ 
ander Graham. 
And this can best be 
done by calling to mind every public 
and private duty of his life, conscien- 
ciously uprightly and ably performed. 
He was exemplary in private li/e of 
industrious habits, a kind neighbor and 
a firm friend. 
Rising from among the 
toiling millions, he never ceased to 
sympathize with and be interested 
in, all matters that pertained to the 
education, improvement and elevation 
of the masses of mankind. 
As a debater, before a deliberative 
body, his language was always clear, 
concise, direct and forcible. 
Judged 
by the best of all tests, 
the effect 
u pen his hearers, few public speakers 
wielded a greater influence. 
He was 
also a ready, clear, 
and forcible 
writer, always presenting his subject 
in its most favorable light. 
If there was a tinge of self-reliance 
in his character, and if be had great 
faith in his own judgment,it was born 
of a life-long dependence upon his 
own thought, and his own exertions 
to obtain for himself a competence and 
an honorable position among his fel­ 
low men. 
Alexander Graham had many char­ 
acteristics of which it is a pleasure to 
speak, but it seems to me that the 
place of his career, which was most 
prominent, aud which will be longest 
felt in the community at large, is the 
splendid citizenship which his life 
illustrated. 
He was a model citizen, and what 
higher encoinum can be pronounced 
with respect to any man, than to say, 
“ he is a good citizen,” for to excel in 
citizenship, is the highest attainment 
of a noble ambition. 
A good citizen 
is one who 
renders ready 
obedi­ 
ence 
to 
the 
law; 
who 
avoid 
as 
far 
ae . 
honor 
will permit, contensions with his fel­ 
low men; who, while mainaining a 
careful guardianship of his own rights, 
respects absolutely those of his neigh­ 
bors. 
He takes a lively intel est in 
those public questions which affect 
the community in which he lives; who 
exerts his influence intelligently for the 
righting of every wrong and the ameli­

every calamity. 
Such a 
man was Hon. Alexander Graham; and 
to his life, we can point our young 
men, a6 one worthy of full imitation.

Building Committee 
With 
Architect 
Kemp Look Over the Rooms to See 
What Is Best to Do—Clerk of the 
Court Needs More Vault Room Too 
—Some Ideas Advanced. 


The building 
committee 
of the 
county board of supervisors has not 
fully decided just what plan they will 
recommend for supplying increased 
vault room at the court house for the 
accommodation of the county judge’s 
office. 
Yesterday members of the 
committee with Architect Kemp were 
making a thorough Inspection of the 
building for the purpose of arriving at 
some plan by which additional room 
may be made without material altera­ 
tions ip the building. 
The idea of 
building an annex at the northeast 
corner of the building will probably 
be abandoned. 
After concluding the 
examination yesterday,Chairman Kim­ 
ball was seen, and informed a Gazette 
reporter that two other plans had been 
suggested. 
“ We find that more fire proof vault 
room must be provided for the accom­ 
modation of the papers in the office 
of the circuit court clerk,” said Mr. 
Kimball. 
“ Two plans have beeipsng- 
gested,” he continued. 
“ One is to 
build an addition on the north end of 
the building the same width as the 
present projection under the tower. 
This can be extended out say twenty 
feet, and carried up but one story 
and finished in keeping with the 
building. 
This would give 
ample 
room for both the county judge and 
the court clerk for some time to come. 
Another plan is to tear up the floors 
of both the county judge’s and court 
clerk’s 
offices, 
and 
making the 
two 
large 
rooms 
below 
fire 
proof, 
the 
one 
formerly 
occupied by the municipal court, and 
the one used by the agricultural soci­ 
ety. 
These two rooms could be easily 
transferred into fire-proof vaults, and 
would provide room for half a century 
to come. 
However, there is a serious 
objection to this last plan. 
It would 
necessitate the climbing of 
stairs 
every time a paper is required, which 
would be many times every day. 
I 
think the plan of 
building on the 
north end will be found the best and 
most likely to be adopted. 
However, 
the whole matter will be laid before 
the board at their next meeting, and 
it is somewhat early to say just what 
action will be taken.”

Two Years Ago the W ages Were Cut 
Ten Per Cent. With the Agreement 
the Strikers Claim That the Pay 
Should Be Restored When Business 
Would W arrant 
It—Shops May 
Close Up Indefinitely as the Result. 
All the employes of the Janesville 
cotton mills struck for alo per cent 
advance in wages this morning, and 
all quit work, their demands not be­ 
ing acceded to. 
In consequence of 
this between two and three hundred 
hands are now idle and the cotton 
mills are at a standstill. 
The employes claim that they* sub­ 
mitted to a IO per cent cut about a 
year and a half ago, it being agreed 
that the cut would bo restored a6 soon 
as the trade would permit. 
They now 
claim that they have been watching 
the cotton trade, as well as the rate 
of wages paid in similar mills located 
in the east, and insist that business in 
the cotton trade has been so far re 
vived that over one hundred mills in 
New England have already advanced 
the pay of their employes, and that 
they can see no reason why the Janes­ 
ville mills cannot also restore the scale 
of wages of a year and a half ago. 
To substantiate that claim one of 
them showed a clipping from the 
"Texile Manufacturers' Labor Week­ 
ly of April 20, published at Woon 
socket, R. I., which says under the 
head "The Mercantile Trade": 
"The improved tone noted in busi­ 
ness circles last week continues to 
grow, and merchants in all lines are 
taking a more cheerful view of the 
situation. 
Factories that have been 
idle for several years are starting up 
all over the country,and paying better 
wages. There is a light stock of man­ 
ufactured goods in all lines, and no 
surplus is to be found anywhere. 
Prices are on the upward path, and, 
while 
the 
advances 
are 
not 
severe 
they are 
very encourag 
ing to manufacturers. 
Sales of dry 
goods are liberal for the season and 
the tone of the market for most lines 
is decidedly stronger. 
Prices on 
nearly all the leading makes of cot 
tons are A cent higher, making the 
advance ic from the bottom of the rt- 
cent depression. 
There is a steady 
feeling on woolens, with a fair call. 
Sales of fall goods start in well and 
give jobbers hopes of an increased 
business in the future. 
The most im­ 
portant feature was the large sale of 
pig iron, one hou&e placing orders for 
8,000 tons, being the largest week's 
business in some time. 
One of the or­ 
ders was for 25,000 tons at full prices 
—$10.50 for No. I, an d $10 and $10.25 
for No. 2 foundry. 
Sales of bar iron 
were up to the recent average and the 
market holds strong. Light hardware 
sold mor* readily and the prices wert 
well maintained. 
Groceries 
were 
traded in freely and the market was 
without important change.” 
Dr. Henry Palmer, president of the 
Janesville Cotton Company, was seen 
thiB morning but was not prepared to 
make any statement for publication, 
although he intimated that the strike 
might be the cause of shutting down 
the factories for an indefinite time. 
Mr. Heller, the general manager of 
the company, could not be found, but 
he is reported as saying that the com­ 
pany cannot pay the 10 per cent ad­ 
vance in wages at this time, and if the 
strikere insist, the mills will be com­ 
pelled to 6hut down indefinitely.
